Almost any case of abdominal pain can be 
relieved by drinking warm water and taking 
a number of enemas. But one should 
always find the cause which can usually only 
be ascertained by a careful physical diagnosis 

Hunger pain or pain near the heart is gen- 
erally an indication of gastritis (stomach in- 
flammation). Gas in the stomach produces an 
uncomfortable feeling, but it is hardly possible 
for one to retain enough to cause pain without 
belching up the surplus 

Dull pain just below the ribs on the right 
side may indicate gall-bladder trouble. If very 
sharp, associated with cramping, it may indicate 
the passage of a gall-stone, although I have seen

abdominal cramps. 

Appendicitis pains generally start in the pit 
of the stomach and shoot down to the right side, 
just above the pubie bone. If the pain is a little

Asks Attorney-General for 
Provincial Legislative 
Powers 


Suggesting that the provincial 
government seek powers through | 
its own statutes to permit the | 
City of Edmonton to suspend | 
sinking fund payments for a pe- 
riod of at least two years, Mayor 
Joseph <A. Clarke interviewed 
Attorney-General J. F. Lymburn 
Monday afternoon. 

Mr. Lymburn had no definite 
statement to make regarding the 
representations, declaring he would 
give the matter his consideration 

Mayor Clarke felt that the neces- 
sary enabling legislation could be 
secured through the introduction of 
a bill. He did not believe it was! 
essential to amend the city charter! 
in this connection. | 

Edmonton's charter specifically | 
states that any member of council 
failing to see that payments are 
made into the sinking fund for the 
retirement of maturing debentures 
is liable for suspension from city 
council unless he can prove to the} 
satisfaction of the court that he 
made every attempt to have the 
payments made. | 

The Public Utilities Act, how-)| 
ever, empowers the Board of Pub- 
lic Utility Commissioners to permit | 
the city to suspend sinking fund} 
payments on certain grounds. These 
grounds are dealt with in a brief | 
prepared by the city solicitor and 
published Monday. A copy of this’ 
brief was submitted to Mr. Lym-|
